Cyber cops hit web bullies 


Reporter Lawrence John finds out 
how Northants Police are fighting 
back against the cyber bullies in a 
new initiative to protect victims 


A victim who suffered cyber bully¬ 
ing at the hands of her ex-partner 
broke down in tears recalling her 
traumatic experience. 

The woman, who does not want to 
be named, had her privacy and her 
life shattered by her ex-partner who 
in her words was ‘very possessive’. 

She spoke at the launch of a new 
initiative launched by Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police to tackle cyber stalk¬ 
ing and online abuse, which will 
mean better protection for domestic 
abuse victims. 

The new approach brings together 
independent domestic violence 
advisors (IDVAs) and specialist 
detectives from the force’s cyber 



crime unit. 

The aim is to create an integrated 
response to the identification and 
risk management of domestic abuse 
victims who are at risk of cyber 
stalking and online abuse. 

Recalling what impact this cyber 
crime had on her life she said: “I was 
in a relationship which ended badly. 

“It was nine/ten years ago when it 
broke up and I did have to take a 
couple of precautions to try and stop 
him. 

“But he damaged my property and 
my family’s property. He kept trying 
to contact me day and night, it was 
endless, I did not get a break. 

“He threatened me via social media 
like Facebook and got my details and 
phone number from the internet. 

“He was harassing me and at that 
moment the police stepped in. 

They showed me there were some 
simple steps I could take. 

“He even got hold of me through 
my business website and called me 
up pretending to me a customer. He 
asked me if I was ashamed of myself 
and did I want my new boyfriend to 
know what I was like? 



“He wanted to ask me personal 
questions like he was somehow still 
part of my life.” 

In order to help this woman and 
others like her Northamptonshire 
Police is leading the way in the coun¬ 
try and the county in how it deals 
with cyber crime. 

At the launch, Detective 
Superintendent Steve Linley, head of 
crime investigation said: “This is a 
new policy for the county and the 
country 

“This is being done in partnership 
with, amongst others, the Sunflower 
Centre. 

“The University of Bedford has 
shown cyber stalking is a bigger 
crime than harassment. 

“There are five million victims 
every year in the country and 5,500 


in Northamptonshire. 

“We are committed to protecting 
the most vulnerable people against 
cyber crime and we now have the 
skills, training and resources to 
come after them.” 

Detective Constable Steve Watkins, 
digital media investigator added: 
“We are working with the University 
of Northampton to produce an app 
to help victims which would give 
advice and support. 

“We want to create an app which 
will be on the victim’s phone or 
IPad. 

“It would be hidden but would help 
the victim with anti-spyware or stop 
them being tracked. 

“We are looking into creating 
something which would be specific 
for us.”

A stranger danger alert has 
been issued in Northants 
after two serious incidents in 
just one week near schools in 
the county.

Tesco probe after shoppers fight for cheap food 


Tesco says it has car¬ 
ried out a ‘thorough 
investigation’ after a 
video showed shoppers 
scuffling over reduced 
food at one of its 
Northampton stores. 

The video, which cap¬ 
tured the scenes at the 
store in Weston Favell 
Shopping Centre on 
Monday, shows a large 
group of people pushing 


each other while trying 
to get their hands on 
cheap food. 

The shoppers are seen 
at the start of the video 
being told by staff to 
wait as the containers 
of reduced items were 
brought in. 

Once the staff then 
get out of the way, 
shoppers were able to 
start snapping up the 


items, but instead start¬ 
ed ‘scrambling around 
on the floor’, says for¬ 
mer Northampton MP 
Tony Clarke. 

In response to the 
video, a Tesco spokes¬ 
person said: “The safety 
of our customers and 
colleagues is of para¬ 
mount importance to us. 
The Manager of the 
store has conducted a 


thorough investigation 
and will take steps to 
prevent a similar situa¬ 
tion happening again. 
We are continually try¬ 
ing to improve the way 
we deal with surplus 
food, this includes mak¬ 
ing better reductions 
earlier in the day to 
make it easier for cus¬ 
tomers and colleagues 
in the evening.” 


Child sex abuse 
figures increase

‘Disturbing’ new figures 
have revealed a 12 per cent 
increase in child sex abuse 
in Northamptonshire. 

Children’s charity NSPCC 
revealed yesterday in figures 
obtained in a Freedom of 
Information request to 
Northants Police, that the 
number of sexual offences 
against children in the coun¬ 
ty rose from 383 in 2012-2013, 
to 432, in 2013-2014. 

The request also shows the 
number of offences commit¬ 
ted against girls (365) was six 
times higher than that of 
boys (56) and 49 of the vic¬ 
tims were children aged five 
and under. 

Last year the NSPCC hel¬ 
pline received around 100 
contacts specifically about 
sexual abuse from the 


Northamptonshire Police 
force area. Of these, more 
than half were serious 
enough to be referred on to 
other agencies. 

It’s not clear why the num¬ 
ber of offences has risen, but 
NSPCC says it could be down 
to greater awareness giving 
more victims the courage 
to come forward, or 
police forces improv¬ 
ing their recording 
methods. 

NSPCC Chief 

Executive, Peter 
Wanless, said: 

“These figures are 
disturbing and clearly 
illustrate child sexual 
abuse is a continuing and 
widespread problem that 
needs urgent action. But we 
know this is still only a frac¬ 
tion of the true number of 
victims because some 
endure an agonising wait of 
many years before telling 


anyone - and others never 
reveal what has happened to 
them. 

“It’s time to throw down the 
gauntlet to Government 
which has to ensure all sexu¬ 
al abuse victims get special¬ 
ist treatment to help them 
recover. By the end of this 
current Parliament 
there should be no 
children living in 
the shadow of 
abuse.” 

Reflecting on 
the figures, the 
chair of Voice - a 
victim and witness 
service in the coun¬ 
ty - said the increase 
should be welcomed’. 

Linda Lee said this is 
because it ‘represents an 
increase in the numbers of 
victims who are willing to 
put their trust in the justice 
system and to come forward’.

French travellers ‘on holiday’ refuse to leave 


A convoy of French travellers 
camping next to a busy road 
in Northampton while ‘on 
holiday’ are refusing to leave. 

Nineteen caravans, which 
descended on Mill Lane in 
Kings Heath on Monday, 
remained on the land yester¬ 
day despite being served with 


a 24-hour direction to leave 
notice. The notice, which was 
served on Tuesday at 10am by 
Northants County Council’s 
Countywide Travellers Unit 
(CTU), ordered them to 
vacate by 10am yesterday 
morning. 

As a result of the overstay, a 


summons will this morning 
be applied for by the CTU at 
magistrates court. If granted, 
the order will be made to the 
group. If this is also ignored, 
they could face eviction on 
Friday as the tresspassing 
would turn from a civil into a 
criminal offence.

Children at a Northampton pri¬ 
mary school have been left 
shocked and upst' after discover¬ 
ing their play area has been 
destroyed by vandals. 

Pupils and staff at Rectory Farm 
Primary School arrived at school 
on Tuesday morning to find 
crushed toys, stamped on plants, 
and wrecked artwork scattered 
across the playground. 

Mindless vandals had entered 
the play area, outside the recep¬ 
tion classroom, sometime on 
Monday night, wrecking plants 
which had been grown by pupils 
at the school, and a wooden 
kitchen made by them. 

Parents of the school’s pupils 
have been left furious by the van¬ 
dalism, which they say is the sec¬ 
ond time it has happened in a 
year. 

Gayle Austin, whose seven-year- 
old son Fredey is in year two at 
the school, said: “This is not the 
first time that this has happened 
- it now feels that our school is 
being targeted. 

“I just don’t understand why 
these vandals have done this to 



our school. What have any of the 
children done to deserve this? 

“We need to make a stand as a 
community and make it clear 
that we won’t take this lying 
down. 

“It is now up to us parents to get 
it back how it was and try and 
make it a safe environment for 
our children, without them 
thinking it will happen again.” 

Rectory Farm primary school 
has reported the incident to the 
police, who are now investigating 
the incident and appealing for 
witnesses. 

The school is now appealing for 
donations of toys and plants to 
help replace the ones that have 
been destroyed by the vandals.

Cal sounds out

A book on parapsychology 
might not be the first one 
you reach for when in need 
of a good read, but that 
could all be about to change, 
thanks to the work of a 
University of Northampton 
lecturer. 

Extra Sensory Perception - 
as possessed by the Jedi in 
the Star Wars films- comes 
across as pure science-fic¬ 
tion. But is it?. 

Taking this topic from sci fi 
to reality is PhD candidate, 
Cal Cooper, who has recently 
edited his third book on par¬ 
anormal activity called 
Paracoustics: Sound and the 
Paranormal. 

The original idea came 
from his co-editor, Steve 
Parson, as his PhD explores 
infrasound and the parapsy- 
chological effects it can have 
on the human mind and 
body. 

Several years ago he began 
developing ideas with Cal on 
a book which would cover a 
variety of aspects of sound 
and its relationship to para¬ 
normal experiences. 

The book covers the phys¬ 
ics of sound, the psychology 
of sound, infrasound, noisy 
ghosts, noisy spirits, a brief 
history of electronic voice 
phenomena and the psy¬ 


chology of it, strange tele¬ 
phone calls, shamanic use of 
music, deathbed music and 
an analysis of poltergeist 
raps. 

Contributions to the book 
involve noted researchers 
with expertise in psycholo¬ 
gy, physics, anthropology, 
electronics, music, and 
forensic criminal investiga¬ 
tion.” 

Cal said: “The book is a step 
by step guide evaluating all 
the paranormal activity in 
history. 

“It can be used as a book to 
read or to allow you to do 
further research, and how to 
set up experiments for your¬ 
self. 

“One particular chapter 
looks at the low frequency 
sounds which people hear 
when in a haunted building. 

“When our brain waves 
operate within the range of 
13-30Hz we are in the Beta 
waves state (i.e., when we are 
aware of our environment 
and perceptions). These 
waves are operating within a 
range that can be influenced 
by low frequency sound 
(known as infrasound) 
roughly 14-19 Hz - fluctuat¬ 
ing, which interfere with 
how we perceive our envi¬ 
ronment. 

“We might sense a pres¬ 
ence in the room or see

something out the corner of 
our eye, which is likely due to 
the infrasound and its 
impact on our mind and 
body. 

“Beyond that, people might 
hear noises or music in a 
haunted location, so what is 
causing that? The book 
explains to some extent how 
the mind can play tricks 


while explaining why and 
how this occurs. 

“Why do people hear spon¬ 
taneous music or voices of 
the dead? 

“We need to try and inter¬ 
pret what is happening. If 
what we are seeing or hear¬ 
ing goes against convention 
then let us see what is left.” 

Cal added that one of the 


abilities which a large per¬ 
centage of the population 
report - about 70-80 per cent, 
as research has found - is 
telepathy (mind-to-mind 
interaction). 

One assumption Cal made 
from an evolutionary per¬ 
spective, is spontaneous psy¬ 
chic phenomena are a safety 
mechanism which give us a 
telepathic connection to the 
world. 

There are numerous 
instances of people perceiv¬ 
ing danger before it hap¬ 
pened, acting on this, and 
avoiding harm or death. 

He said: “There have been 
numerous experiences and 
reports. In science, if we 
make a finding, it would be 
foolish not to act on it. 

“Parapsychology has a 
mass of data demonstrating 

evidence for psychic phe¬ 
nomena. 

“Our concern now is how 
and why does it occur. We 
must be aware of all the pos¬ 
sible conventional explana¬ 
tions which may explain a 
certain phenomenon. 

“Beyond that, we have 
some new and important 
anomalies to explore which 
science should take note of.

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Suzuki delivers a citycar that might 
just appeal to those who view 
spending on cars as cash down the 
drain. Andy Enright reports. 

The Suzuki Celerio aims to offer the 
interior space of the Splash with the 
price and economy of the Alto. Such 
attempts are usually doomed to failure, 
but the Celerio, with its perky 1.0-litre 
three cylinder engines, big spec list 
and optional AGS transmission, looks 
to be made of all the right stuff. 

Suzuki has had a tough time in the 
past few years and when pressed, its 
UK importers tend to hold up their 
hands and put the blame squarely 
on global exchange rates. Yes, 
those same exchange rates that 
saw Daihatsu pull out of the UK and 
Subaru discover that the relative 
strength of the yen versus the pound 
made its cars as expensive as some 
BMWs and Audis. We have every 
sympathy for Suzuki. 

Subaru were pretty much hosed 
for a while because all of their 
manufacturing base was in Japan, 
so they bore the full brunt of the 
fiscal fluctuations. Suzuki has boxed 
a bit cleverer and has leveraged its 
longstanding association with Maruti 
in India to bring us the Celerio citycar. 
Can it compete with some very 
sophisticated rivals in the UK? More to 
the point, does it actually need to? 

The core engine in the Celerio range 
is a 1.0-litre three-cylinder petrol 
unit developing a total of 66bhp at 
6,000rpm and 89Nm of torque at 
3,500rpm, so you’re going to need 
to give the throttle pedal a bit of 
treatment to get anywhere. Especially 
if you opt for it with the brand’s 
efficient AGS automatic gearbox. 

This system features an Intelligent 
Shift Control Actuator positioned 


at the top of the transmission that 
operates the gearshift and clutch 
automatically. With AGS, the driver 
can enjoy the ease driving of an 
automatic in city traffic, but without 
any loss in fuel efficiency or increase 
in C02 emissions that would normally 
be the case with a conventional 
torque converter equipped automatic 
transmission. There’s even a low 
speed ‘creep’ facility which allows 
the car to move in gear without the 
accelerator being applied, ideal in slow 
traffic and when parking. 

The alternative Celerio powerplant 
is another 1.0-litre petrol unit with the 
same output, this one using Suzuki’s 
more efficient Dualjet technology. 
Power goes to the front wheels via 
a five-speed manual gearbox at 
first, but we suspect that most UK 
buyers will want to talk to their dealer 
about matching the Dualjet engine 
technology to Suzuki’s Auto Gear 
Shift (AGS). 

The Celerio probably isn’t going to 
turn too many heads, being a fairly 
generic-looking citycar in the modern 
mould. That’s not to say its styling 
lacks merit, just that it’s nothing 
too adventurous. The most notable 
flourishes are probably the deeply 
sculpted flanks, with an arcing swage 
line that runs just below the door 
handles. The front grille is unusual, 
with a three-bar design that kinks 
upwards at each extremity into the big 
headlight pods. 

The body measures just 3,600mm 
from stem to stern and 1,600mm 
wide, so parking it shouldn’t present 
too much of a difficulty. A height of 
1,530mm and a non-slanting roofline 
affords respectable headroom for 
occupants. The 2,425mm long 
wheelbase provides a tandem distance 


of 743mm, which gives plenty of 
space in the cabin for five occupants. 
The boot is vast for a citycar, with a 
capacity of 254-litres. 

The Celerio has pensioned off both 
the Splash and the Alto in the Suzuki 
range, which is quite a weight of 
responsibility to land on its narrow 
shoulders. Built in Thailand, it’s 
clearly targeting the value end of the 
citycar market. Prices stat at around 
£8,000 for the SZ3 version, rising to 
around £9,000 for the plusher SZ4. 

If you’re happy with the SZ3, then 
your dealer will offer you the option 
of Suzuki’s more efficient ‘Dualjet’ 

1.0-litre petrol engine - for a price 
premium of around £500. If instead, 
you had your eye on the top SZ4, 
there’s the advantage that this trim 
evel comes with the option of efficient 
AGS automatic transmission - for an 
£800 premium. This system features 
an Intelligent Shift Control Actuator 
positioned at the top of the gearbox 
that operates the gearshift and clutch 
automatically. 

Standard specification highlights for 
the Celerio SZ3 include six airbags 
(Driver, passenger, side and curtain), 
ESP stability control, air conditioning, 
alloy wheels, DAB Radio, CD Tuner, 
USB, Bluetooth connectivity and 
remote central locking. The even higher 
equipped SZ4 model adds polished 
alloy wheels, rear electric windows, 
front fog lamps, body coloured door 
mirrors and chrome front grille. The 
Celerio is offered in six colours, of 
which five are optional metallic finish 
and one a standard solid colour. 

The standard 1.0-litre triple engine 
makes some very respectable figures, 
eking 65.7 miles from a gallon of 
unleaded and emitting just 99g/km 
of carbon dioxide. Go for the AGS- 


equipped automatic model and there’s 
no running cost penalty. 

If you’re happy with a stick-shift 
and don’t mind a modest £500 price 
premium, then Suzuki’s more modern 
Dualjet 1.0-litre petrol engine is a 
better bet in this car. This engine 
incorporates twin fuel injectors for 
improved fuel economy; Dualjet 
technology positions the fuel injectors 
very close to the engine inlet valves 
and allows for a finer fuel mixture 
which in turn provides a more effective 
transfer into the engine. This unit 
also incorporates a stop start facility 
when stationary. In Dualjet form, 
this Suzuki’s combined cycle fuel 
consumption improves to 78.5mpg, 
while the C02 return is enhanced to 
84g/km. That’ll make such a Celerio 
the cleanest and most fuel efficient 
new car on sale for less than £10,000. 

The Suzuki Celerio is always going 
to be overshadowed by state of the 
art city slickers like the Volkswagen 
Up or the Renault Twingo, but it was 
never really designed to compete with 
the more high-end offerings of the 
citycar sector. It’s easy to overlook the 
fact that after the Hyundai il 0 and the 
Volkswagen Up, the biggest selling 
citycar in the UK in 2014 was the 
Suzuki Alto. The Celerio looks set to do 
even better than the Alto, with its super- 
low emissions and clever transmission. 

If you want a car that is utterly no- 
nonsense, easy to use and which we’d 
bet will prove to be extremely reliable, 
the Celerio demonstrates that these 
qualities needn’t cost you the earth. 

The fact that it’s well-equipped and 
is incredibly cheap to run is just the 
icing on the cake. It might not seem an 
obvious hit on first acquaintance, but 
give this one time. We think it could be 
the sleeper hit of the year.

Gavin sees Corvette home 
for a fifth Le Mans victory

Yardley Hastings speedster 
Oliver Gavin claimed a sensa¬ 
tional fifth class victory at the 
world famous 24 Hours of Le 
Mans this weekend - after what 
he described as an ‘extraordi¬ 
nary’ battle with his rivals. 

Gavin and Corvette Racing 
team-mates Tommy Milner and 
Jordan Taylor saw off strong com¬ 
petition from Ferrari to win the 
GTE Pro category at the Circuit de 
la Sarthe in central France. 

He completed two stints behind 
the wheel in the first half of the 
prestigious endurance race, 
which sees teams drive for 24 
hours at the 8.47 mile track. 

In the early going it looked like 
Aston Martin would be Corvette’s 


main challengers but their hopes 
faded away on Sunday morning 
which allowed the #51 AF Corse 
Ferrari 458 Italia of Giancarlo 
Fisichella, Gianmaria Bruni and 
Toni Vilander to become their 
nearest rivals. 

Taylor was in the midst of anoth¬ 
er lengthy spell behind the wheel 
as dawn broke and Gavin then 
followed this up with a trouble 
free third drive. 

It was then Milner’s turn and he 
emerged directly ahead of the 
Ferrari, with the pair unbelievably 
racing nose-to-tail after 18 hours. 

Milner soaked up the unrelent¬ 
ing pressure though and eventu¬ 
ally made a break for it as the 
contest between the two cars con¬ 
tinued to ebb and flow. 

Taylor stepped back in for his 
final outing of the race, as smat¬ 
terings of rain temporarily 
increased the risk but ultimately 
never impacted on the lap times. 


The young American circulated 
solidly for the duration of his two 
hours behind the wheel but Gavin 
was left to take a run at the Ferrari 
team who were leading en route to 
the chequered flag. 

In the end, fans were denied a 
grandstand finish as Vilander 
pulled into the pits with uncon¬ 
firmed technical problems during 
hour 22 of the race. 

Gavin and Corvette were there¬ 
fore given a free run at the GTE 
Pro victory, with Ferrari’s demise 
perhaps a clear indication of the 
perils of endurance racing. 

A wet race was declared with less 
than 20 minutes on the clock but 
Gavin deployed all of the lessons 
learned during 14 years of compe¬ 
tition at Le Mans to protect his 
position. 

Eventually, after 337 laps he 
achieved his fifth class victory at 
Le Mans and the first win for 
Corvette Racing since 2011. 


The success was made all the 
more poignant by the fact that the 
sister #63 Corvette was with¬ 
drawn from the race after a heavy 
practice-qualifying shunt. 

Gavin said: “Winning Le Mans is 
always a fairy tale story. I’m abso¬ 
lutely thrilled to come back here 
with Corvette Racing. I’m a very 
happy man. 

“The battle has been very close 
and the ebb and flow of the race in 
GTE Pro was extraordinary. There 
wasn’t much between Corvette, 
Aston Martin and Ferrari, but Le 
Mans is brutal and it doesn’t pull 
any punches when choosing who’s 
going to win. 

“The victor can be someone who 
has performed brilliantly, or 
somebody that did a good job, but 
has had a nice slice of luck. 

“We have needed to catch a 
break after a few tough years at Le 
Mans and I’m delighted that we 
took our chance here today.” 


Glasgow, Racing and 
Scarlets are drawn 
with Saints in tough 
looking Euro group

Saints have been drawn with Glasgow 
Warriors, Racing Metro and Scarlets in 
pool three of the 2015/16 European 
Rugby Champions Cup. 

Northampton were last grouped with 
the Warriors - the new Pro 12 champi¬ 
ons - in 2012/13 when they won 24-15 at 
Franklin’s Gardens before losing 27-20 
in Scotland as they failed to progress 
from the group. 

French side Racing Metro will be no 
strangers as they beat Saints twice in 
last season’s pool stage, meaning 
Northampton qualified for the quarter 
finals only as runners up. 

The Paris outfit triumphed 20-11 in the 
French capital in the opening game of 
the pool and then pulled off a stunning 
32-8 win at the Gardens in January. 

The pair of defeats left Saints facing a 
more than tricky away tie at Clermont 
Auvergne in the quarter finals which 
ultimately proved their undoing - the 
hosts thrashing Northampton 37-5. 

Racing, who earned a home quarter 
final but lost to Saracens, finished fifth 
in the French Top 14 in the season just 
past and were defeated in their play-off 
quarter final to eventual champions and 
city rivals Stade Fran^ais. 

Scarlets, meanwhile, played Saints in 
the LV= Cup last season with 
Northampton winning 24-7 against the 
Pro 12 side in south Wales. 

Saints have signed back rower Sion 
Bennett from the Welsh region ahead of 
the new season.

Saints prospect Rory Hutchinson believes he 
has returned to U20 World Cup action as a much 
better player than he was a year ago. 

The Scotland back has been representing his 
country in Italy this month after experiencing 
his first taste of the tournament in New Zealand 
last summer and admits that he has found the 
pace easier to cope with second time around. 

Now, the aim will be to continue to push on at 
Franklin’s Gardens where Saints already have a 
proud history of bringing through talented 
youngsters from the academy. 

“Last year I was still inexperienced at this 
level,” said the 19-year-old. “It was a shock for me. 

“I’ve been at Northampton for a year and adapt¬ 
ed to the different size, put on some bulk myself, 
and I feel more at home. 

“It’s a great tournament and has given me expe¬ 
rience of playing different opponents.” 

Scotland’s youngsters headed to the World Cup 
in good spirits after their highest ever placing at 
the Junior Six Nations, when they claimed a third 
placed finish after victories over Italy, Wales and 
Ireland. 


The Irish would have some revenge in the sec¬ 
ond World Cup pool game with Scotland being 
edged out 24-22. 

Hutchinson’s men responded with a comfortable 
29-6 win over Argentina but their tournament had 
already opened with a big 68-10 defeat to favourites 
New Zealand which meant their knock-out rugby 
would be played only to decide who placed from 
fifth to eighth in the competition. 

The Scots lost a fifth placed play-off against 
Australia, 31-21, and will now face the Irish again 
on Saturday when seventh place will be up for 
grabs. 

“Last year we didn’t have the best year, winning 
one out of ten, but we knew we could bounce 
back,” Hutchinson said. 

“We’ve turned it around a bit, finishing third in 
the Six Nations, and have proven a few things 
this year. 

“We were unlucky against Ireland and were 
good against Argentina, but New Zealand were 
excellent. We made a lot of errors and our heads 
fell after half-time. We were in it before half-time, 
but gave it away after the break.” 

Hutchinson added that playing in the Italian 
heat had been a vastly different experience to 
competing in a New Zealand winter, with the 
way rugby is viewed in both counties also mean¬ 
ing that this year’s tournament had a rather dif¬ 


ferent feel. 

“New Zealand was a bit like being at home in 
the winter, cold and wet,” he said. “But in Italy it’s 
been very hot, around 34, 35 degrees. 

“I’ve been on a few tours to places like Barcelona 
with my old club, but not played in this heat at 
international level at this intensity, and our 
recovery has been really important. 

“We’re in the pool every day and have a hydra¬ 
tion pack every day, because in these conditions 
you can easily get sun stroke or heat stroke. 

“But it’s been brilliant, good fun, lovely weather 
and good rugby. 

“New Zealand is a ‘rugby 24/7’ country, where¬ 
as in Italy they don’t talk about the sport all the 
time. You get a chance to get away from it a bit. 

“We’ve been to Brescia a few times, which is an 
old city with lovely restaurants and scenery, and 
the whole area is very historical. It’s nice to see a 
different part of the world. 

“Playing in Italy has also given my family a 
chance to come and watch in person. My father 
and grandfather came out for the second and 
third games, and it’s the first opportunity my 
grandfather has had to watch me play interna¬ 
tional rugby in the flesh.” 

Hutchinson will still be eligible to compete at 
U20 level next season. England and New Zealand 
will meet in this year’s final.

The Sturtridge Pavilion at the home 
of Northampton Saints has been 
reduced to a pile of rubble. 

Demolition specialists at Franklin’s 
Gardens have spent the last few 
weeks removing the 50-year-old 
stand piece by piece ahead of the 
building of the all-new Barwell 
Stand. 

This week the pavilion was finally 
flattened, which now gives way to 
the next stage of clearing the rubble 
and levelling the site. 

Work will then begin next Monday 
on the foundations for the Barwell 
Stand’s framework, which in turn is 
planned to be erected in July. 

“The contractors have been work¬ 
ing very hard and the Sturtridge 
Pavilion has come down very quick¬ 
ly,” said Saints chairman Tony 
Hewitt about the work going on at 
the ground. 

“We are still very much on schedule 
and looking forward to the next 
stage of the development, which will 
see the foundations be laid for the 
framework of the Barwell Stand.” 

The club has also revealed the most 
up-to-date computer generated ver¬ 
sions of what the new Barwell Stand 
will look like, including the con¬ 
firmed positioning of the two new 
big screens at Franklin’s Gardens. 

One will be in the corner next to the 
Saints ticket office, with the other in 
the corner where the Church’s Stand 
will join the Barwell Stand. 

A club spokesperson said that 
although both screens are currently 
planned for the same end of the sta¬ 
dium, they have been angled so that 
‘every spectator will be able to see 
one of them, if not both’.

David Ripley hinted that 
Pakistan legend Shahid 
Afridi could return to 
Northamptonshire after his 
side resurrected their T20 
Blast campaign. 

The big hitting, spinning all 
rounder came to the end of his 
six match deal when the coun¬ 
ty thrashed Yorkshire by eight 
wickets in a rain hit game on 
Sunday but the Steelbacks 
may not have seen the last of 
him as they bid for a place in 
the quarter finals. 

“He’s a top player and it’s a 
shame as we’ll miss him,” said 
Ripley on the 35-year-old’s 
departure. 

“The weather hasn’t helped 
as we’ve missed some cricket, 
but we would like to hopefully 
plough on from here. 

“Who knows, if we can get 
into the top four maybe we 
can talk to Shahid about com¬ 
ing back.” 

Afridi scored 93 runs during 
his spell at Northants at an 
average of just over 30 and he 
also took seven wickets. 

The player nicknamed Boom 
Boom for his aggressive bat¬ 
ting now departs for St Kitts & 


Nevis in the Caribbean 
Premier League with his for¬ 
mer county just a point adrift 
of a top four berth - needed for 
a place in the last eight - in the 
northern group. 

After losing their first three 
games in the competition the 
Yorkshire win finished an 
improved spell of three games 
in four days, which also 
included victory over 
Derbyshire on Thursday and a 
bad light abandonment 
against Leicestershire on 
Friday in a match the 
Steelbacks also looked on 
course to win. 

Ripley was pleased with 
what he described as a ‘domi¬ 
nant’ win over Yorkshire at 
Headingley, even after the 
weather reduced the contest 
to just 12 overs aside. 

Northants chased their tar¬ 
get of 83 with 26 balls to spare 
as Richard Levi and Ben 
Duckett struck 35 and 31 not 
out respectively after Afridi 
had taken 3-15 to restrict 
Yorkshire to a paltry 82-7. 

“We played really well from 
the first ball to the last and we 
played good aggressive crick¬ 
et,” Ripley said. 

“We came in, hit the pitch 
hard with the ball, took our 
catches and it was just a real 
top performance. 


“It would be great to play like 
that every week. 

“Although it’s only a 12 over 
game we almost dominated it 
for its entirety and that doesn’t 
happen very often in this for¬ 
mat of cricket. 

“We wanted to be positive [in 
the run chase]. 

“We knew Yorkshire would 
come out trying to get the 
crowd behind them and get on 
a roll so it was important we 
blunted that and we did it in 
some style.” 

Derbyshire were comfortably 
beaten by six wickets at 
Wantage Road on Thursday as 
Northants chased the visitors’ 
166-7 with time to spare while 
against Leicestershire the 
Steelbacks fancied their 
chances of defending a 
Duckworth-Lewis adjusted 
target of 101 in the fading light. 

They reduced the Foxes to 
25-2 before the umpires took 
the players from the field, 11 
balls short of a result at a 
Grace Road ground which 
doesn’t have floodlights. 

“There were signs that we 
were competing hard and well 
and I do believe we would have 
defended our total,” said Ripley. 

Steelbacks have eight T20 
games left in the north group, 
starting at home to Lancashire 
tomorrow night.
